Washington, March 20.—(Special.)}—The 
alliance democrats of the house are prepa-- 
ing a bill which they believe, when per- 
fected, can be adopted into a law, and 
which will give the financial relief the 
present condition of the country needs. 

It is in the nature of a substitute for the 
subtreasury bill, which of course has never 
been seriously thought of as a _ practical 
thing. 

The bill will: be introduced within a few 
days. It will provide for the government

spective states. The states can then lend 
this money to its citizens at interest nd 
upon collateral decided upon by the states. 

The full details of the plan have not been 
decided upon, but the general plan for issu- 
ing the currency to the states is on the 
same principle as the national banking law. 
The general outlines of the plan have been 
submitted to some of the best posted and 
most successful financiers of this country, 
as well as to men of legal ability, and 
from all opinions to a large extent favora- 
ble have been received. The general plan 
it is agreed is good, but those who are most 
inerested are having some difficulty in ar- 
ranging the details. However, they are ad- 
vising with men whose ability as financiers 
cannot be questioned, and a practical meas- 
ure will come out of it. 

The Week In the House. 

Next week will, perhaps, be the liveliest 
of the session in the house. 

On Tuesday the Bland silver bill is the 
special order. It will be taken up and 
debated for three days. Then the advo- 
eates of the bill will attempt. to get a vote 
upon its passage. The anti-free coinage 
democrats, led by Tracey, of New York, 
will filibuster if they think it of any use, 
and will probably delay the final vote for 
several days, but they cannot postpone it 
indefinitely. A large majority of the house 
is in favor of the bill, and this majority 
is determined that it shall pass. 

Some of the ablest men in the house 
have prepared speeches on the hill, and the 
discussion will perhaps be the most instruc- 
tive and exhaustive ever heard in congress 
on this subject. 

What of the Third Party? 

A letter was received here a few days 
ago from a man in Georgia, who has posed 
as one of the alliance leaders in the state 
for a year past, stating that 75 per cent of 
the farmers of Georgia would vote for the 
third party candidates in all the elections 
next fall. 

Another letter came from a third party 
man stating that the republican leaders of 
Georgia had made overtures to the third 
party advocates, and had promised that 
if the third party would put out a full state 
ticket and nominate men for congress in 
every district the entire republican and 
negro vote of the state would be thrown 
to it. 

These letters .created much jollification 
when read before a meeting of third party 
statesmen here the other night, and Geor- 
gia is now put down by them as one of the 
sure third party states. 

The Georgia democrats here are very 
much amused at these absurd statements. 
They say, while there are a few third party 
farmers in Georgia, still just as soon as the 
leaders form an alliance with the repub- 
licans and negroes of the state, almost 
every man of them will jump back into the 
democratic party with alacrity. 

‘Lhe Georgia congressmen are not at all 
annoyed at the talk of third party candi- 
dates against them. 

In Favor of Jerry: Rusk. 

The politicians and the papers are discus- 
sing a rumor to the effect that President 
Harrison will probably withdraw from the 
Harrison will probably withdraw fro.p 
the contest for the republican pres- 
idential nomination and will advo- 
cate the claims of Uncle’ Jerry 
Rusk. The rumor has been’ going’ the 
rounds for several days, but is absurd upon 
its face. Everybody who knows anything 
knows that Mr. Harrison ‘will never get out 
of the white house unless he is forced to. 
And again, he is the strongest man the re- 
publicans could nominate since Mr. Blaine 
has announced that he does not want it. 
Harrison is going to be the republican can- 
didate and unless the democrats get to- 
gether and nominate some mau strong 
enough to carry both New York and Indi- 
ana without rainbow chasing after western 
and New England states, he will be re 
elected. 

Atlanta’s Government Road. 

There will be no government road from 
Atlanta to McPherson barracks. Colonel 
Livingston has been endeavoring all this 
session to get an appropriation in the sun- 
dry civil bill for this purpose, but he will 
fail. Secretary of War Elkins has written 
to the appropriations committee stating 
that there was no necessity for such a road. 
The present one he thinks good enough fur 
all practical purposes. | 

Georgia In the Biver and Harbor Bill. 

Georgia fores well in the river and har- 
bor bill, which is to be reported wus week. 
All the rivers. get about the same amoutts 
they received two years ago, while Savan- 
nah harbor gets everything the people of 
Savannah have asked for. The bill pro- 
Vides for giving out the contract for com- 
pleting the entire scheme at a cost of over 
three million dollars and makes available 
at once $400,000. If Savvannah can do 
it, Colonel Lester ought to have a life 
term in congress for this great work he 
has done for the Forest City. 

In the Senate This Week. 

Nearly all the time of the senate dur- 
ing the open sessions this week is already 
practically allotted. The Indian appropri-

The most interesting proceedings of the 
senate, however, are expected to occur in 
executive session, as was the case last 
week. The Behring sea arbitration is pend- 
ing, and action upou it will doubtless 
be taken as soon as possible after the re- 
ception of Lord Salisbury’s response to 
Mr. Wharton's last note. But blocking the 
way of the Belring sea treaty is another 
matter, over which the senate has been 
much agitated during the last few days— 
namely, the Russian’ extradition treaty. 
This precedes the Behring sea treaty on the 
calendar of the executive business and 
promises to give rise to much discussion 
in addition to what has already taken place. 
It appears that strong opposition has de- 
veloped to that clause of the treaty which 
relates to the extradition of persons charged 
It is understood to 
be substantially similar to other treaties in 
that respect, but in view of the peculiar po- 
litical conditions existing in Russia an effort 
has been made to secure an amendment of 
the clause, the effect of which would be 
to except from extradition persons commit- 
ting even murder for. political reasons, 
which is construed to exempt from extradi- 


It has been stated that if so amended, 


and, incidentally, strong * ar- 
guments were made to show that it should be 
ratified as it stands, if not from a spirit of 
comity, at least from international consider- 
atious. It was urged that it would be 
foolhardy for the United Staes to impair 
the strength of the ties of friendship and 
interest which now bind together the 
United Staes and Russia, and thus lose the 
moral and perhaps the physical support 
of one of the first military powers in the 
world at a time when diplomatic compli- 
cations exist in the relations of the United 
Staes and Great Britain, which might 
in certain contingencies,result in actual war. 
‘These views have already been expounded 
at length to the senate, but there will doubt- 
less be further discussion of the subject dur- 
ing the week. 
Senator Hillin Washington. 

The southern tour of Sentor Hill came to 
a close by the arrival of the party in this 
city at 11 a. m. today. Senator Hill ex- 
pressed great. gratification at the hospitable 
manner in which he was received through- 
ont the south, and does not conceal his 
pleasure over the enthusiasm which his visit 
aroused in Georgia, Alabama and Missis- 
sippi. Numerous invitations have been re- 
ceived by Senator Hill within the past 
week to visit various: western and south- 
ern cities, and he is being strongly urged 
to make a tour through the west 
and southwest. 

Senator Peffer'’s Latest. 

Senator Peffer wants to find out if lightning 
cannot be hooked to the plow in the place of 
mules. Electricity for the farmer is his latest. 
The Kansan has introduced a bill which 
requires the secretary of agriculture 
to establish an_ electrical ex periment 
which shall be determined 
the question whether electricity can be proti- 
tably used and applied as a motive power in 
propulsion of farm implements and machinery. 
Before the station is established somebody has 
to donate to the government the use of the 
grounds and buildings necessary. Without 
this individual or municipal genorosity, there 
can be no station, and the secretary of agricul- 
ture will have no opportunity to spend the 
$10,000 appropriated by the bill.

The First Democratic Convention Ever Held 
in the Territory. 


McAllister, I. T., March 20.—The first terri- 
torial democratic conventicn ever held in the 
Indian Territory, yesterday elected delegates 
to the Chicago convention. The object of the 
de egation isto obtain recognition from the 
national democratic convention, and it goes 
uninstructed in regard tothe nomination of 
president and vice president. It will also 
advocate the conferring of full jurisdiction 
upon the United States courts of the Indian 
Territory, which is now Pexercised by Fort 
Smith, Ark., and Paris, Tex., United States 
courts. It isthe sense of the convention and 
assembly not to interfere with the tribal rela- 
tions of the five civilized tribes composing the 
Indian Territory. 


Chairman Springer {mproving. 


Washington, March 20.—The condition of 
Chairman Springer, of the ways and means 
committee, continues to improve, but he is 
still confined to his bed. After the critical stages 
of his iilness had passed and about the middle 
of the past week, there was a recurrence of the 
nervous cough, which the physicians had 
found so dangerous during his greatest pros- 
tration. For some time renewed alarm was 
felt, as this harassing cough made it impossi- 
ble for him to sleep, but yesterday morning 
the cough again abated, and Jast night Mr. 
Springer was enabied to secure six hours rest- 
ful sleep. Heis much better this evening, 
and is able to eat heartily of solid food. If 
the improvement, which is very slow, contin- 
ues as henceforth, he hopes to be abie to leave 
bere in a week or ten days for Fortress Monroe 
tor two weeks’ recuperation. 

The tariff discussion will probably close 
about the latter part of April, and Mr. 
Springer still expects to make the closing 
speech.

TAMMANY HALL. 


Its Government of New York City 
Reviewed. 


THE ATTACKS OF DR. PARKHURST 


Are Inspired by the Republican 
and Mugwump Press. 


BUT THE FACT REMAINS PLAIN 


That New York City Has the Best Mu- 
nicipal Government of All the 
Big Centers of the Country. 


New York, March 20.—(Special.)—IiIt 
has always been the policy of Tammany 
hall more to assume the defensive in 
political fights, so the leaders of the 
organization rarely notice attacks by the 
press or pulpit. 

While mugwump newspapers are 
assisting the Rev. Dr. Parkhurst in abus- 
ing the organization for political reasons 
it is a good time for fair-minded people 
who believe in justice and fairness to 
study the record of Tammany during 
the past four years and acquaint them- 
selves with some facts never given by 
the enemies of the society. 

With Tammany politicians in control 
of every branch of the city and county 
government New York is the best govern- 
ed city of equal population in the world. 
The machinery of the city government 
is intricate and there are a number of 
oftices and commissionerships that might 
be dispensed with, but all of these were 


- created and the salaries fixed by a repub- 


lican legislature at a time when the 
republicans were hopeful of getting con- 
trol of the city government by combining 
with all the anti-Tammany factions. 
What Tammany Might Have Done. 

If the members of Tammany hall were 
the thieves the republican and mugwump 
papers say they are, here are a few 
things they might have done with profit 
to themselves and have not done. The 


charter of the city of New York provides 


that the city may at any time issue bonds 
for public imprevement, but the total 
outstanding liabilities must never exceed 
70 per cent of the assessed value of 
real and personal property. The present 
liabilities of the city are nearly, $75,000, 
000 less than the charter limitasion. 
Tammany officials could have issued 
nearly $20,000,000 of bonds per ycar 
during the past four years and have 
spent the money through Tammany con- 
tractors. Nothing of the kind was done. 

The charter requires that maturing 
bonds be funded unless the money to 
the credit of the sinking fund exceeds a 
certain sum. During the Tammany admin- 
istration the sinking fund has at all times 
exceeded the legal requirement and dur- 
ing the past year more than $4,000,000 
of the city debt was paid. 

Wo Increase of Taxation. 

There has been no increase of taxation 
by the ‘’ammany adininistration, the per- 
manent improvements have been greater 
than for the same period under any for- 
mer aulinistration, the sinking fund has 
been inerezsed, the debt reduced and 
current exrcnses reduced. The © total 
expenses of ‘he city government for the 
current veai, including interest on the 
city debt, will be nearly $1,000,000 less 
than the expenses of last yeur. The 
expenses this year will be about $3,000, 
000 less than the city’s income from tax- 
ation. The surplus will be applied to 
permanent improvements. 

Under a Tammany administration the 
the parks have been greatly improved, 
and many new ones opened. The public 
school system has been vastly enlarged 
and improved and more than twenty new 
school buildings have been erected. The 
board of education and the school man- 
agement is entirely non-partisan, the pres- 
ident of the board being a republican 
in politics. 

The administration of Mayor Grant 
has been progressive and honest. He has 
never made ae serious blunder. His 
appointments have all been good ones 
and his worst enemies admit that his 
administration has been clean and 
remarkably free from mistakes. There 
has never been even an accusation of 
bribery or corruption in high places since 
his election, and he will leave the office 
with a record of which any man might 
be proud. 

The Saloons Reduced. 

The number of saloons has been reduc- 
ed and the receipts from licenses increas- 
ed more than $100,000 per annum. Under 
former administrations one license was 
sufficient for a saloon for twelve months 
no matter how many times the place 
changed hands. Now, each and every 
owner is required to take out a license. 

There has been no boodle aldermen 
and no scandals of any kind during the 
present administration. 

A big city where vice has flourished 
for many years cannot be reformed 
quickly, but this has been a reform 
administration and many notorious dives 
and concert halls have been broken up. 

This is merely a brief outline of what 
may be placed to the credit of a Tam- 
many administration. It is not a defense 
of the organization—simply a statement 
of facts of record. 

At some time in the future the city may 
be better governed, but the present gov- 
ernment is not bad. It has been howst 
and the taxpayers have little reason to 
complain. 

The charge that the Tammany govern- 
ment of New York is corrupt has no foun- 
dation in’ fact.

THE BROKEN LEASE. 


Central’s Directors May Claim Heavy 
Damages, 


A STRANGE CHANGE OF AFFAIRS 


When the Controversy of Last Fall 
Is Recalled. 


THAT BOND IS WANTED NOW, 


Employes Think That the Headquarters 
Are to Be Moved—’Twould Be a 
Great Mistake, 


The Richmond and Danville has thrown 
up its lease on the Central. It refuses 
td. operate the system. 

‘There is no way to compel the Danville 
te comtinue to run the Central if it persists 
im refusing, but that  one-million-dollar 
bond can, perhaps, be’ forfeited. 

“That bond was given to protect the Cen- 
tral against any loss or damage it might 
sustain through the breaking of the con- 
tract by the Danville. 

If the Danville claims that the lease 
was illegal it might escape making good the 
damages in the event the courts decided 
that the lease was unconstitutional. But if 
the Danville simply assigus as the reason 
for surrendering the lease that. the Central 
does not pay, the bond should hold. 

It is reported that the Central's direc- 
tors will insist first upon having the control 
of the road placed in their hands instead 
of turning it over to a permanent receiver. 
In the second place, it is thought that they 
will try their hardest to collect that 
$1,000,000, or so much of it as will com- 
penisate the Central for the damage it suf- 
fers through the breaking of the lease.

Where Is the Bond?

Mr. Rountree Interviewed. 


Dan Rountree, who brought the first pe- 
tition for a receiver, said yesterday that 
the Danville’s surrender of the lease 
strengthens his position. “It is a plea of 
guilty to all the charges in my bill,” said 
he. “They just own up to all I have 
charged. They are afraid to face the 
court, and want to get out as easily as 
possible. I shall insist wpon a permanent 
receiver. The situation is somewhat sim- 
plified. We now know where the Danville 
stands. It wants the lease broken. It 
knows that it did what it had no right to 
do in making the lease. 

“A strong receiver, with a vigorous 
policy, can jerk the Central's affairs into 
good shape in a little while. I want to 
see the minority stockholders reorganize 
the ‘company, = elect their own directors 
and manage the property. The minority 
are as sem hae to run the system as the 
majority are and if it is managed so as to 
ray interest on 33,000 shares it will pay 
inferest on 42,000 shares owned by the 
syndicate.” 

New Offices. 


I€ General Alexander, the temporay re- 
ceiver, appoints new officers right away to 
relieve the Danville officials who have re- 
signed, they may not be in long. In case 
some one else is appointed permanent re- 
ceiver there would likely be another 
change around. The Central has graduated 
two or three for nearly every position it 
has during the last few years. So the 
task of filling posts need not be slow or 
dificult. A staff can be organized in short 
order. 

Will Headquarters Be Moved? 


There was a general impression among 
the employes yesterday that they will soon 
be scattered. The Central's men feel that 
they will be sent back to Savannah and 
many of them do not like the prospect. 

The Danville’s men think that they are 
to be moved back to Washington. A.anta, 
however, being the center of the Dan- 
ville’s system, is the proper point for the 
general offices. It was selected last sum- 
mer.as the site above all others for the 
location of the headquarters. General 
Manager Green, Traftic Manager Sol 
Haas, General Passenger Agent James L. 
Taylor went all over the Danville’s system 
and after a thorough examination, selected 
Atlanta as the point best adapted for 
headquarters, Captain Green has said that 
since the beginning of the present year that 
so long as he is general manager the Dan- 
ville’s headquarters will remain in Atlanta. 
All recognize that no other city is so well 
suited as this one for that purpose. _Wash- 
ington is far away at the extreme north- 
ern end of the system. No business origi- 
nates there and what is obtained there is 
from other roads which exchange. On the 
other hand, Atlanta is right in the 
heart of the Danville’s traffic- 
giving territory. Railroad men will all 
agree that this is the place for the Fast 
Tennessee’s headquarters. Ome trouble 
with that system‘is that it is run from one 
end by officials Who are not as familiar as 
they should be with the country the system 
covers, 

New York is a good place to manage a 
great system's finances, but when it comes 
to operating the lines, that ean be best done 
from some central point. This is a rule 
among practical railroad men. “The 
Terminal’s properties would lose from 
a ae per cent a 
moving the general offices 
to Washington,” said an able railroad offi- 
cial yesterday. ‘“‘It cannot afford to do any- 
thing of that kind. It would be folly to 
make any such change. What good could 
possibly result? Some’ of the employes 
might be nearer their old homes and sweet- 
hearts, but railroads are run to make 
money and not on sentiment. The idea of 
having the East Tennessee’s genera) offices 
in Cincinnati is stupid from a railroad point 
of view. It may suit some of the head offi- 
cials very well, but they would make a pile 
more money if they were managing the sys- 
tem from Atlanta.” 

Savannah is extremely anxious to get the 
Central’s headquarters back, and will do all 
in her power to bring that to pass. It is 
believed t the first thing’ some of the 
gentlemen suggested for permanent receiver

THE TEXAN SENATORSHIP. 


The Candidates Holding Caucusses with 
‘Aheir bk ricnus. 

Austin, Tex., March 20.—A caucus of the 
friends of Senator Chilton, at which the sena- 
ton was present, last wight did net decide as 
to withdrawing his name from the senatorial 
race. While some of the original Chilton men 
thought that they would not be required to go 
on record for him since he was evidently 
largely in the minority, his more sanguine 
friends are net without-hope, and claini at 
least fifty votes assuréd for him and some 
hope even yet of converts before Tuesday. 

Chairman Finley, of the state executive 
committee, represents that Mr. Chilton is 
adverse to being withdrawn under the circum- 
stances. Further action of the caucus was 
postponed until Monday 

Members of the legislature favoring Colonel 
MwWIs also held a caucus as to the methods of 
securing his election. It is understood that 
Senator Tyler will make the nominating 
speech for Mills on the part of the senate. 
Some Mills men express suspicion that if Gov- 
ernor Hogg should conclude that Judge Clark 
is too strong against him for governor and that 
he cannot force the election of Chilton as his 
proteg.e he will not hesitate to undortke to 
have himself landed in the senate if for no 
other purpose fhan to defeat Mills. This. on 
the assumption that a mafority of the lJegisla- 
ture is for him and against Clark, and the cor- 
olary presumation that, being for him as 
againet Clark. they would he _iiahle 
to supnort him against Mills. Such 
an outcome hardiv seems Itkelv. as it is 
ahont as diffienit to hrenk the governor's po- 
litical as bis physica! sninalitv as to his con- 
fidence In his re-election as governor.

The President of the Bank Commits Sui- 
cide After the Fallure. 


Paris, March 20.—The engagements of the 
Guenzburg branch bank here, it is now ascer- 
tained, were not large. In regard to Banque 
Generafe Chemin de Fer et Industrie, which 
suspended Saturday, it appears that insti- 
tution’s ‘‘bourse’’ interest wasnil. Its nom- 
inal capital was only 6,250,000 francs and its 
clientele was entirely composed of the small- 
est investors. The directors were men of no 
financial mark, M. Ducouran, the president 
of the bank, who committed suicide Thursday, 
took his iife by blowing out his brains with a 
revolver. He was sixty-seven years old. He 
had been the agent of the Trans-Atlantique 
Company in Cuba. It appears that he was an 
honest man who had been victimized by his 
colleagues, M. Occaut, one of the directors of 
the bank and the chief wire puller named 
Mollien, alias Calais. The latter bears a bad 
reputation which includes convictions for 
swindling. He fled a fortnight since with 
two of the public directors, his confederates.

THE CZAR IS DEEPLY TOUCHED 


By the Gift Sent to His Suffering 
Subjects. 


THE GREW OF THE INDIANA DINED 


By the Municipal Authorities of the City 
of Libau-A Cup Presented to the 
Captain of the Indiana. 


Libau, March 20.—The following dis 
patch has been sent to the mayor of Phil- 
adelphia by the Russian Relief Society: 

The Russian Relief Society warmly wel- 
comes the dear American brethren who ar 
rived on the Indiana, and prays you to trans 
mit to the inhabitants of Philadelphia the 
expression of the society's lasting gratitude. 
God save America. 

The dispatch is signed by the leaders of 
the Russian Society. At a dejeuner to- 
day an illuminated address was presented 
to the Americans bearing the Russian and 
American arms aid two clasped hands. 
M. Bainakoff, president of the judges of 
peace, in welcoming the Americans 
remarked that the Russians esteemed the 
Indiana gift not so much on account of its 
value, as on account of its being an ex- 
pression of the brotherly love which Amer- 
ica cherished. At the banquet last night 
there were present American consuls, 
members of the Philadelphia committee, 
officers of the Indiana, Count Bobrinski, 
president of the relief society, and all the 
city authorities. Municipal Chief Adolphi 
presented to Captain Sargent a silver cup 
inscribed “In remembrance of Libau” with 
underneath “But greatest of these in char- 
ity.”’ 

M. Adolphi said: 

An act of true humanity and Christian love 
brings you here. Your nation wishes to re- 
lieve the great distress on the part of the Rus- 
sian people which has resulted from bad har- 
vests. The Russian empire is making extraor- 
dinary efforts to stay the famine, but does not 
in the least detract from the value of this 
gift. Nothing can give more satisfaction to 
the afflicted people than noble sympathies of 
other nations. Our satisfaction must find 
special echo because this noble deed emanates 
from the United States, with which Russia has 
alway stood on terms of heartiest friendship. 

Consul Crawford replied: 

While the cargo of the Indiana, espectally 
when combined with that of the Missouri and 
that of a third vessel, will probably be con- 
sidered by you as no trifling zift, I wish to 
assure you that the givers regard this as an 
absolutely insignificant act, which pales into 
nothingness in comparison with the service 
rendered thirty years ago by Russia to the 
union in sending a powerful fleet to our shores 
as a standing menace against all efforts of 
other powers to snily the American flag and 
tear from ‘her beautiful banner some of her 
most brilliant stars. ‘ .

These persons who are rejoicing so much 
over republican gains have overreached 
themselves. In their anxiety to get in a lick 
at New York democracy generally they have 
accepted the figures, comparisons and con- 
clusions of the bitterest enemies of the 
democratic party in New York, the repnblican 
and mugwump newspapers of that state. 1e 
republicans have made no gains in New York 
over their usual vote, and it is the business 
of these people as democrats to know it and 
proclaim it.

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Ihave not complete returns, but I have re- 
turns from forty counties, containing 70 
towns and city wards. I have also returns 
from _these counties, 803 towns and wards 
for 1801, and from the same counties 751 
towns and wards in 1888, 

In 1888 Mr. Cleveland carried 177 towns 
and wards and Mr. Harrison 604, Mr. Hill, 
the same day, carried 192, and Mr, Miller, 
republican candidate for governor, 589, In 
isv1 Mr. Flower carried 254, and Mr. Fas- 
sett 540. At the late local elections the dem- 
ocrats elected 2509 supervisors, and the re- 
publicans 531 supervisors. 

So that democratic supervisors carried in 
1802 five more towns and wards than Gov- 
ernor Flower did in 1891. Governor Flower 
in 1891 carried sixty-two more towns and 
wards than Governor Hill, and seventy-seven 
more than President Cleveland in 1888. 

The republicans carried 604 towns § and 
wards in these forty counties in 
1888 for Harrison, and DSY for 
Miller, 549 for Fassett in 1891, and %31 for 
su egysere in 1892. Where is the republican 
gain 

Governor Hill carrying 192 tows and wards 
in these forty counties had 19,171 majority 
in 1888. Mr. Flower carrying 254 of them. in 
1891 had 47,987 majority. What ought the 
democratic majority to be next November in 
New York if the democrats carry 250 towns 
and wards then, as they have just done in 
these counties? : 

Our republican friends are not cleiming 
New York 
of anything that has happened in March. The 
only people who know all about it are these 
extra-superfine democrats who tell you they 
have a candidate whom they can elect with- 
out New York, and who say that New York 
will go republican if Mr. Hill is nominated, 
and whose wish is the dearly beloved father 
to the thought. 

Think of the results a minute. In 1888 
under the Cleveland machine--the man who 
can carry New York—carried177 towns; and 
they say it won't do to nominate Hill because 
there has been a reactionary movement tin 
the last election that carried 259 towns. It 
is damning to Hill with 259 democratic su- 
pervisors, but it is encouraging and triumph- 
ant to Cleveland with 177.

General Sickles—Then we had 48,000 ma- 
jority. 

Senator Colquitt—Then we had 48,000 ma- 
jority for Flower with less new towns demo- 
cratic than were this year. (Applause.) 

Let me call your attention to another mat- 
ter. General Sickles could not because of 
his characteristic modesty. I refer to the 
character and reputation of the delegation 
that goes to Chicago from the great state of 
New York. I will take the four principals 
and four alternates sent by this ‘“‘snap con- 
vention,”” by this ‘‘Hill machine,”” and you 
will see that these eight individuals will com- 
pare favorably with any man or set of men 
that have ever been in the convention from 
New York or any other state. Men of con- 
spicuous character, successful in their busi- 
ness, respected in their communities and 
honored by their state. Let us glance at the 
delegates at large and their alternates as 
—! characters have been drawn by another 
hand, 

The first of these is Roswell P. Fowler, 
the governor of the state. As the official head 
of the New York democracy it was fitting that 
the governor should head the representatives 
of his party at Chicago. The next delegate 
at large is the Hon. Edward Murphy, Jr., 
of Troy. Mr. Murphy is one of the best 
known politicians of the state. He has been 
six times mayor of Troy; he has been for 
twenty years a member of the democratic 
state committee; he was a friend and lieuten- 
ant of Samuel J. ‘Tilden throughout that 
statesman’s life; he has been for the last five 
years, and is now, chairman of the democratic 
state committeee. He is one of the most ex- 
perienced and sagacious political managers 
in the state. The third delegate at large is 
General Daniel EB. Sickles, who, ailtheugh 
nominally a member of Tammany hall, has 
long ceased to take an active part in politics. 
His military, political and diplomatic career 
is too widely known to require more than an 
allusion. General Sickles is a man of undis- 
puted ability and remarkable acquirements; 
and we may d that he is the possessor of 
a” large private fortune, derived partly from 
the practice of his profession. The fourth 
delegate at large is General Henry W. Sio- 
cum, one of the most distinguished soldiers 
developed by the civil war. He is probably 
the best known of all the surviving generals 
on the union side. He has been several 
times a member of congress, and has been 
urged by his fellow citizens of Brooklyn for 
the governorship of the state. He is not a 
politician, but a man of large private méans, 
far-reaching influence and high standing, 
Of the four alternate delegates at large, 
not one. is a professional politician. The Hon. 
Manton Marble needs no introduction to the 
American community. He was for many 
years the proprietor and itor of The New 
York World, and he was k the president of 
the Manhattan club. He’ was the trusted 
friend and counselor of Samuel’ J. Tidlen 
and of Daniel Manning. He has never held 
a political office, but he has been the able and 
loyal adviser of many high democratic ofticials 
and of more than one national convention. 
The second alternate, the Hon. John Bigelow, 
was a democrat up to the outbreak of the 
civil war, when his love for the union drew 
him into the republican party. He wag the 
American minister to France under Mr. Lin- 
coln’s administration Subsequently the pre- 
yossessions of his early manhood brought 
im back to the democracy, and in 1875 he 
was elected secretary of state by the dem- 
ocratic party. In 1884 the post of chamber- 
lain of the city of New York was offered to 
him, and ini&S5 the office of assistant treas- 
urer of the United States, both of which he 
declined. He was one of the most intimate 
friends of Samuel J. Tilden, and is one of 
the executors of his will. The third alter- 
nate delegate at large, the Hon. Sidney Web- 
ster, is one of the eminent lawyers at ‘the 
New York bar, and probably one of the best 
international jurists in the country. He does 
not belonging to Tammany hall, but is a dem- 
ocrat of the old school. Hon. Alfred C. Chapin, 
of Brooklyn, is the fourth alternate del- 
egate at large. He has been twice member of 
the assembly; he has been speaker of the as- 
sembly, comptroller of the state, and twice 
mayor of Brookyn. He was, it will be re- 
membered, a conspicious candid@te for the 
gubernatorial nomination last autumn against 
Governor Flower. He was placed upon the

He Flutters Around the Portals of Heaven 
for Awhile, and Then Returns 
to the Harth Again.

Sam Burke is the name of the negro who 
created a sensation a few days ago by dy- 
ing for a couple of days an then remou- 
strating with the pallbearers for tryng to 
cover him up in a grave. 

The fumeral ceremonies were perfect, 
the mourning up to the highest pitch, the 
coffin the pride of the family and the grave 
was situated in the loveliest and greenest 
portion of the burying ground. Yet Sam 
kicked and being the leading artist he rude- 
ly stopped a high-toned colored funeral. 

These facts were published in The Constl- 
tution a few days ago. 

But there is more to/add. Sam, once a 
meek and lowly member of the flock, has 
awakened to his great and lofty postion, 
and from all the surrounding country his 
brothers and sisters in black gather 


around him to hear him tell of the other 


world—the better one, which he says he 
has explored. 
The Story of the Funeral. 

It was at a little African Methodist Epis- 
copal church a few miles from Kome that 
Sam's demise suddenly occurred. ‘The ser- 
vices had gotten well under way, and the 
shouts and handclapping proved to the pas- 
tor that his flock bad acquired the proper 
degree of religious enthusiasm. am was in 
the front rank and his loud cries exceeded al 
the rest, bringing to him the approbation 
of the pastor and the pride of the flock. 

That’s where he toppled over dead, and 
for two days he was mourned. He came 
back just in time to save him the trouble 
of having to dig his way through eight feet 
of earth. 

Now as to his trip. 

It’s generally held to be a fact that old 
people do not tell the truth all the time— 
this irrespective of race or color—and it’s 
as generally conceded that many wonderful 
things really happen that we would not 
have believed had we not seen them with 
our own eyes, 

A Trip to Heaven. 


Sam’s story is very wonderful—yet he's 
considered an honest old negro. He de- 
scribes a trip to heaven and a journey back 
to earth—yet he has never been called a 
liar, that is, hardly ever. 

Tor a few minutes after his return to 
life he didn’t seem to think of his trip. 
He tried to keep the mourners from depart- 
ing rather hastily. Then he heard the his- 
tory of his death and the funeral arrange- 
ments, but still he said nothing of his jour 
ney.

He floated off, but 
was afraid to open his eyes until he got on 
top of the chiuich. When he did so ne 
found a g‘:at change had taken place. He 
wasn t black “»m, but a lovely being, all 
white, anu with a long white robe. 


He sat on *he church for a few minutes | 


contemplating the change and wondering if 
he was dea. and an angel. Suddenly 
there was z great noise, as of a thousand 
trumpets, ard a billion figures in white ap- 
peared, wi’ lifted him in their arms and 
departed ut the enormous rate of twenty- 
five miles a second.

THE NEW CHAPEL BUILDING DESCRIBED. 


The Spring Term Debate — Something 
About the College Games—The 
General News {from Macon. 


Macon, Ga., March 20.—(Special.)— 
Within the last three years Mercer has 
made the greatest and most rapid strides 
known in her history. And yet there is 
room for improvement. 

By the untiring energy of President G. 
A. Nunnally and the’ generous _ spirit 
of the good =people'_ of Georgia 
within the last three years a_ thirty-thou- 
sand-dollar chapel has been built and the 
pdowment increased $50,000. In front 
of the chapel on either side is six large 
recitation rooms with a seating capacity of 
about one hundred. Thus the capacity of 
the college is doubled. The president says 
he will not be content,until there are 509 
boys at Mercer, and in order to aid their 
coming he intends as soon as practicable to 
start a fund for the erection of a large 
dormitory. ‘This is an actual necessity at 
Mercer and is almost indispensable to the 
college. The building will consist of nearly 
one hundred rooms and will be well built, 
conveniently arranged and as comfortable 
as can be made. There is quite a number of 
cottages on the campus and the plan is a 
good one; but the dormitory is better and 
the boys will be glad to see the movement 
started and hope to see the building com- 
pleted as soon as possible. 

Spring Term Debate. 
will occur on the second Friday night in 
April. ‘This new departure of the Phi Del- 
ta Society, so popular at other colleges 
and begun here last fall, has thus far been 
a complete success. The question has not 
yet been made public but all are interested 
for they know the debaters will entertan 
them. The debators are Messrs. J. V. 
trown, of Hartwell; Howard E. Coates, of 
Macon; J. B. Bell, of Washington, Ga., 
and Claude Gray, of Jacksoh. They all 
are good debaters and the Macon people 
are glad of am opportunity to hear them 
and will show it by their presence. Mr. 
Robert M. Hitch was elected president 
of debate and Messrs. R. O. Jones, Em- 
met Small and E. J. Smith were elected 
ushers and Y. E. Bargeron time keeper. 
College Games. 

Football is the principal game still and 
will be until after the 26th on which day 
Mercer will play the Catholie Library Asso- 
ciation of Savannah at the Central City 
park in Macon. The necessary arrange- 
ments have been made and everything js 
in trim for the game. All the Wesleyan 
girls will witness the game to whom com- 
plimentary tickets have been given. Tick- 
ets are on sale at the usual places at 5) 
cents for grown people and 25 cents for 
children. 

Thousands of people will see the first 
champion game of football ever played in 
Macon. Everything will be enthusiasm and 
the boys hope to win. 


CHARGES AND COUNTER CHARGES. 


The Receivership of the Macon Construction 
Company Getting Interesting. 

Macon, Ga., March 20.—(Special.)—The 
Constitution has already published the fact 
that Contractors McTighe & Co., of Mem- 
phis, have filed a petition in Bibb superior 
court asking for the removal of Receiver 
W. B. Sparks on the ground of unfitness 
and partiality. Receiver Sparks’s answer 
to this has also been published, in which 
he charged collusion and fraud on the part 
of MctTighe & Co. and Chief Engineer 
Wells, of the Macon Construction Com- 
pany, in stretching contracts, etc. These 
charges and counter charges, of cdurse, 
wet with strenuous and emphatic denials 
by the interested parties on both sides. 
McTighe & Co. originally asked for. the 
appointment of Sparks, as receiver. The 
superior court was occupied yesterday in 
hearing argument on the petition to sell 
the Macon and Atlantic railroad, which is 
one of the’ lines of the Macon Construc- 
tion Company. Judge Miller reserved his 
decision until Monday, March 28th. The 
Constitution had a conversation yesterday 
with Captain Mckee, one of the members 
of the firm of McTighe & Co. The Con- 
stitution said: 

“The statement made by Mr. Sparks 
to your petition for removal reflects seri- 
ously upon J. S. McTighe & Co. and Mr. 
Wells in the classification of the material 
in the estimates of work done by your firm 
on the Macon and Atlantic railway. Have 
you anything to say in reply?’ 

“Yes,” said Mr. McKee, “I would like 
to say a few things. The charge of Mr. 
Sparks is, as we believe, raised mainly to 
the real issues now before the 
court—his removal—and when the proper 
time comes we think we can satisfy the 
court and these people that this charge can- 
not be sustained. 

“While we do not deem it expedient to 
give now what we will prove, we do wish 
to say that this same question was raised 
by Mr. Sparks and Mr. Lane while the 
work was being done and before the esti- 
mates were given. We then invited the 
fullest investigation. Mr. Sparks and Mr. 
Lane did investigate the matter fully and 
thoroughly, and after the investigation their 
engineers made the classification and gave 
their estimates, and upon these estimates 
we paid thousands of dollars to our sub- 
contractors, and thousands more than we 
would have paid except for the classifica- 
tion of these officers of the road. 

‘After This Classification 

“was determined some of the sub-contrac- 
tors on the road took work under the road 
at so much per day for men and teams, 
and this work cost the road 20 per cent 
more than they were paying us under con- 
tract. If what Mr. Sparks now says, that 
he allowed such fraud to be perpetrated on 
him and his road on such a simple matter, 
and so easy of detection after his attention 
was called to the matter and this question 
of classification, it would seem to stamp 
him as incompetent to fill the position he 
had and also justify us in our present 
charge for his unfftness to fill the position 
he now fe :s,”’ 

“Ts there anything further you would 
like to say about this matter?” 

Wait for the Facts.

tenants are in a deplorable condition. Many 
of them rented lands for a farm this year 
expecting to obtnrin supplies on credit to 
make a crop. Since the Ist of January 
they have been living from “hand to 
mouth,” making all the preparations they 
could for a crop, thinking it would enable 
them to secure credit. They have at this 
time gone as far as they can without sup- 
plies, and the supplies are not obtainable 
on the papers they can give, consequently 
many of them have given up all hopes of 
making a crop, and are now trying to se- 
cure work to make a living. Labor hus 
not been as plentiful in this section for 
many years, and the independent farmers 
have all the labor they desire. 

This failure on the part of the negro 
farmers to get credit will lessen the acre- 
one of cotton in this section very mater- 
1auy.

If the English people are outraged over 
the taking of human life on account of 
a bird, what shall be said of the slaugh- 
ter and imprisonment resulting in this 
country from the simple act of turning 
corn into whisky? 

There can be no defense of a system 
of taxation under which men are killed 
or sent from the far south as exiles to 
die in a northern prison. : 

It is about time to wipe this blot from 
our statute book.

— ABOUT DRESSES. 


A Description of the ‘Japanese’ and 
the ‘‘Syrian’’ Skirt. 


COMMON SENSE IN DRESSING. 


As Advocated by the Kational Dress 
Society—The Proper Length of 
the Walking Dress. 


London, February 14.—At one time, 
some people, when they first heard of the 
Rational Dress Society, were apt to say 
they saw nothing in the present style of 
dress to call for alteration. But few who 
are in possession of sight and sense would 
be able to say this at present. There can 
be nothing more palpably loathsome than 
the fashion of trailing the skirt of the 
dress along the streets, into what the medi- 
cal papers call spute, and other objects 
equally disgusting. The women 
in the habit-of doing this then go into the 
houses and sit by the fire, when the dried 
particles of all these horrors float freely 
about the room to be inhaled by every 
one; and, though people wipe their boots 
on coming into the house, no woman makes 
any attempt at cleansing or disinfecting 
her dress. (This is not a pleasant subject 
to write or read about, and hardly men- 
tionable to ears polite, but,if the mentioning 
it is unpleasant, what shall we think of 
the thousands who actually do it?) 

And the lenght of the dress is no mere 
accident, for, if a lady orders a “walking 
dress” from her dressmaker, it is now sent 
home with a good four inches of the skirt 
intended to trail on the ground, thus 
making it impossible to doubt the intention 
of the fashion that the dress while walking 
should be seen. Some people make an at- 
tempt to hold up these skirts, but this has 
the noslight disadvantages of making the 
wearers appear to waddle instead of walk, 
of exhibiting various forms of undercloth- 
ing not apparently intended to be seen by 
the public, of being extremely fatiguing if 
kept up for long; and, in the event of the 
hands being required for any other pur- 
pose, the holding of the dress becomes an 
impossibility. 

Some few people do not like to have their 
skirt actually trailing in the dirt, so they 
instruct their dressmaker to make it “just 
clear the ground.” The result which 
usually follows is that they have it about 
a couple of inches off the ground in front, 
while at the back it dips at every step, and 
effectually sweeps into the dirt. They 
never seem to realize that, owing to the 
invariable custom of putting much fullness 
at the back of the dress; the weight of the 
material soon causes the dress to fall there 
to the extent of some two inches, while the 
front remains as it was made. Therefore, 
if they really want their skirt to “clear’ 
the ground, they should have it made two 
inches shorter at the back than they wish 
it actually to appear. 

This sort of length is undoubtedly the 
popular ideal of a short dress—‘‘just clear- 
ing the ground.” It is also xbuout the uzti 
est form of skirt possilla. It is teo short 
for the “flowing drapery’ ideal vonsidered 
by those who hold the same relation to art 
that false prophets do to religion, as the 
only suitable attire for ween. Amd it is 
too long for the beauty whtea is vontained 
in suitmbility and harmony. It usually 
appears to pull round the ankles in wulk- 
ing, and obvious discomfort is inartistic: 
heels and skirt also actually plaster each 
other with mud quite as effectually as in 
a trailing skirt. And a dress that seems 
not to touch the road on the fevel, trai's 
steadily on it when going down the slight- 
est hill, covering stockings and 
unflerclothing with dust, should the 
weather be dry, when no one ever thinks 
it necessary to hold the dress up. 

The only rule as to the length of skirt 
which will avoid these objections, and pre 
vent the heel from scraping against it a: 
every step, is to have it made the leagth of 
the wearer’s foot,and two inches more from 
the ground. But it is useless to cudeavor 
to get women to wear really short dresses, 
if they are to be made on the ovl lincs. 
There is no possibility of their ever heep- 
ing to any uniform length, as a few iaches 
longer would so soon become the fashion. 
Also, there can be no question that these 
sort of skirts are not very decent, as if the 


‘wearer stoops forward, or goes up steps, 


or crosses the legs when sitting down, she 
cannot fail to exhibit underclothing. Aud, 
even if, as is proposed by those who adve- 
cate this form of skirt, knickerbockeis to 
match are worn, the fact remaiius that all 
clothing supposed to be invisible, «avhen 
casually exposed to view, gives the im- 
pression of indecency. 

Now the dresses of the Rational Dress 
Society are free from all these difficulties. 
The “Japanese” skirt is, of course, made 
dual, i. e., two-legged, though in actual 
wear the division is not apparent. This 
is due to the manner in which it is cut. 
and the arrangement of the folds, as there 
is no overskirt of any sort. These skirts 
cannot well be worn longer — than 
about twelve inches off the ground. The 
name “Japanese” was given to this crs- 
tume, as the idea was first taken from part 
of the dress worn by Japanese noblemen. 
A form of skirt very similar is also worn 
sometimes by the women in Japan. Paper 
patterns of this skirt are »ot supplied by 
the society. It requires careful fitting by 
a dressmaker who und» statvels the making, 
and amateur attempts would only result in 
disappointment. 

The “Syrian” skirt costume is an adap- 
tation of the eastern -vyomen's trouser. t 
is a graceful and deligh‘fally comlortahle 
in this case, the fact of the skirt being duel 
is obvious. It is perfectly easy to make, 
being the simplest form of skirt ever intro- 
duced. Patterns and _ instructions for 
making can be had on enclosing 9d to the 
secretary of the Rational Dress Society, 25 
Warwick road, Karl's court, S. 
W.. London. On a well-made young 
woman the effect is charming. Uf course 
look somewhat different from ordinary 
fashion plates. This is owing to the 
figures being in proportion, which the 
figures in most fashion plates certainly are 
not. The feet, therefore, look large. In 
fashion plates the feet are usually about 
the width of two fingers of the hand, and, 
though it may seem to those in search of 
new dress designs that this is of little mo- 
ment, it does harm in the end. [Tor this 
perpetual contemplation of figures all out 
of proportion, is one of the many causes 
which keeps women ®verlastingly attempt- 
ing to distort one part of their body or 
another to their own injury and _  discom- 
fort. The legs being visible, the figures 
look right without any unnatural .compres- 
sion of the waist. 

It seems as if the time had come for wo- 
men to consider carefully whether there is 
any reason why they should continue al- 
ways to wear dresses solely designed 
either for wearing on the stage; or at an 
indoor party; and whether they would not 
be the gainers in the end if they deter- 
mined to support each other = in 
searing some dress which wouid 
not trip. them up nor plaster 
them with mud, dust and § filth: 
nor make them the laughing stock of all 
beholders in every emergency. Dresses 
such as here described could be as smart 
as any we see now if made in handsome 
materials and with tasteful accessories— 
for we should never lose sight 
of the fact that smart. dress 
and every-day dress must be 
made on the same lines. As the majority 
of women have not large sums to lay out 
on their dresses, and all dresses begin by 
being “best” and then in time are used for 
office, walking or traveling, as the case 
may be, it is gy to have quite 
different styles of dress for the daytime, at 
least. But the effort to get something 
better is well worth making, as an unfit 
and unsuitable dress stamps the wearer as

found in Genesis iv:¥: “Am 1 my brother's 
keeper?” 

He said: 

“The words I have quoted are the words 
of Cain’s reply to the question, ‘Where is 
thy brother? indirectly he asserts a prin- 
ciple radically tiuse, and which if univers- 
ally accepted would destroy the world. 
very waa is respousibie to God, not only 
for himself, but is in some degree respousi- 
bie fur the conduct, churacter, welfare aud 
destiny of others. 

‘“Yhe measure of his responsibility is 
goverued by the position he occupies, 
Every mau instinctively feels this responsi- 
bility, but the sense of it is most protuund 
in the breast of him who has been regen- 
erated by the spirit of God, 

“the word of God provides for the or- 

nization of Christians. But why are they 
orgunized? Not to save themselves, for if 
they are Christians they are already saved, 
but for the saivation of those elements of 
gociety that are not saved. I claim that 
the churches of Atlanta can, if they will, 
gave Atlanta’s young men. 

“rdaving the ability aud opportunity to 
do it, terrible will be their responsibility 
if they fail. If you will think of some of 
the sad occurrences of the week just ended, 
you will admit the correctness of this state- 
ment. One young man, crazed by liquor, 
wis 2 eud w tus own life, and anowWer, 

flamed by the same damning thing, takes 
the life of his friend. 

“Il have no patience with those church 
members who are indifferent to these perils. 
His religious professions are a sham and a 
fraud. 

“There is a play element in human na- 
ture which religion should not ignore. That 

lay element is just as strong in man as 
it is in the lower animals, and some pro- 
vision must be made for it. It finds its 
freest exercise in children. I believe that 
mirth and sport will be one of the elements 
of our felicity in the heavenly life. It is 
then the part of wisdom not to wegeons 
this element of human nature, but to direct 
it in its proper sphere. Let us, by all means 
at our command, abolish all social amuse 
ments that corrupt and debauch society, 
But let us at the same time provide others 
innocent and beneficial. 

“In Atlanta there are over a thousand 
young men away from home, ‘They are in 
the professions, they are clerks, some of 
them do manual labor. 

“Some of them have very unattractive 
lodgings—places merely to sleep and eat. 
No pictures, no carpets, no fires. 

“They have no places to visit—where 
shall they go? What shall they do after 
the day’s work is over? What they want 
is entertainment, amusement. 

“What provision does Christian society 
make for these wants? The devil takes ad- 
vantage of our neglect of the young men, 
aud says to him, ‘Come with me to the sa- 
loon, to the clubroom, to the theater; 1 am 
your friend; come with me.’ And nine 
times out of ten he will accept the devil's 
invitation. It is useless to say that the 
oung man ought to be above such things. 
Ve must take them as they are, and not 
as they should be. What they need 1s inno- 
cent diversion, social intercourse. Where 
shall they find them? No intelligent man 
will contend that the modern theaters o7 
operas mesg such a demand. This is no 
reckless assertion. They have been placed 
snuer the ban by Caristian worthies who» 
theaters were a paradise compared to the 
modern institution called a theater. 

“It was in France, the direful source of 
unnumbered social mischiefs, in the early 
part of the seventeenth century, when 
women were first allowed on the stage. 
Since then the stage has been incurably and 
hopelessly corrupt. Sir Walter Scott, the 
high priest, the king of English literature, 
declared the theater to be the hotbed of 
vice. 

“All theaters are not immoral, nor all 
players dissolute. I have read plays full of 
the most ennobling sentiment. There are 
actors who have all their lives sustained 
characters for uprightness and integrity. 
But judging it as a whole, I am prepared 
to say that it has always been a school of 
vice, and was never worse than today. 

“No one ever retired from the stage with 
@ purer record than Fanny Kemble. She 
Was not called the ‘divine Fannie,’ and un- 
like the ‘divine Sarah,’ she did not swear 
like a sailor and go duck shooting on the 
Lord’s day. 

“Hear her: ‘Acting is the lowest of arts. 
How I loathe my own unpoetical craft. I 
wish there could be only two plays in a 
year, one of them a drama from Shakes- 
peare, and the other one of Mozart’s operas, 
and they at the expense of the govern- 
ment.’ tts 

“Evil holds out her hands to the, young 
man, but virtue hesitates. She has washed 
her little delicate hands and fears to soil 

em. A young man receives more invita- 
tions to visit barrooms and dens of infamy 
in one month than he receives to visit 
churches and church gatherings in a whole 
year. :

IT’S A FABLE. 


Mr. Carol Norton Disposes of the 
“Adam Theory” in Religion 


AND SUBSTITUTES CHRISTIAN SCIENCE. 


His Definition of Sin—The Negation of 
Good—A Lecture on Christian 
Science Yesterday. 


- 

Mr. Carol Norton, very young, very 
handsome, a very ready talker, and 
an air quite Bostonian, lectured on Chris- 
tian ecience at the Christian Science read- 
ing rooms yesterday efternoon. 

The Christian Science reading rooms 
are not very large rooms. They are formed 
by making one room out of two rooms 
of ordinary size, and the few adherents 
to this religion and those who may drop 
in are seated on chairs placed in rows about 
the room. 

A banner with a cross and crown fig- 
ured in gilt and with the mottoes: “Preach 
the Gospel” and “Heal the Sick’ hangs at 
the speaker’s end of the room. 

The congregation yesterday was made up 
largely of women; the few men present hav- 
ing come more from motives of curiosity 
than from any hope of receiving benelit 
from what might be said. 

Mr. Norton, before beginning, read from 
the text book. 

“All have seen,” said he, “from following 
the trend of thought of the present age, 
that the keynote is science. It has been 
interpreted as being antagonistic to re- 
ligion. Christian is from the noun Christ 
and that word is truth. Through the rev- 
elation and demonstration of Christian sci- 
ence we are able to bring about the result 
that ages of thought have striven for, 
This is the science of the great and broad 
word truth. 

“We want a foundation upon which we 
can rear a superstructure of demonstrable 
Christianity. After all the science which 
relates to our human existence, or our re- 
lation to the divine, is the only science 
which is worth our while to consider. What 
good is the knowledge of chemistry to 
the man who has ‘an incurable disease 
when the higher resources are the only 
ones that can bring help? We must start 
with a positive rather .wan a negative, 
with a declaration rather than a negative. 
We have got to start wih somehing. We 
have got to get away from the educational 
system of our times into originality. We 
want to get out of the old ruts of our fath- 
ers. Our relationship to God, the first great 
cause, is the thing for us to consider. 
is spirit and spirit is wholly synonymous 
with mind. We are reflections of one orig- 
inal. Even the study of natural science 
demonstrates that everything is regulated 
by a principle. Things are not what they 
seem. We simply see the counterfeit of 
all perfect and true things. By _ rising 
above these counterfeits we see the real. 
God is mind, light, truth, love. The God 
of most men is themselves infinitely en- 
larged. When we say that God is love, 
we must admit that God is principle and 
not a person. What we see with our eyes 
is not substance; it goes back into original 
nothingness. The only substance we have 
is mind. Mind is incoporeal. The body is 
corporeal and limited. The universe and 
all about it are expressions of thoughts 
of the Deity. 

“If sin and imperfection exist in di- 
vinity, or the first great cause, then evil 
and imperfection must exist in the creative. 
And sin is eternal and we will never get 
any nearer heaven than now if God has sin 
in His mind. We coexist with that first 
great cause. Sin is the negation of good. 
We do teach that there is sin. It is unreal 
force in the realm of the real. If mind is 
real its opposite matter must be tem- 
poral. Sin is simply absence of good. The 
Adam theory is the basic error. of all false 
terching. The only reason that sin, sick- 
ness amd death have existed in the world 
since Jesus came intoit,is that we have a 
false condition of which we are trying to 
find the origin, The bane of all religious 
thinking is personality. The Adam thought 
—how dispose of it? It is hard work to 
stem the tide of public opinion: But we 
can point to hundreds of monuments of 
our theory—the sick restored and churches 
built all over the country. 

“In Christian seience all who were Uni- 
tarians are Unitarians, only they have 

to _—‘ their Unitarian- 

They recognize that while God is a 

he is essentially the triune principle of 

truth and love. A good many Jews, 
who coming into the Christian science be- 
lief, and who are Unitarian in thotght, 
are adding to it Trinitarianism. 

“The keynote of our religion is wrks. 
It is the keynote of the coming Christian- 
ity, as above creeds and dogmas. Our mis- 
sion is not the founding of a new church 
but the gathering together of all sects into 
one great brotherhood. Study it and you 
will find that a demonstrable religion has 
been found at last.”

Cleveland has Jost 
many friends by his affiliation with the 
mugwumps, and he will not stand any 
chance for the nomination when the con- 
vention meets.”

A Sermon in Which a Useful Lesson Is

pp, TALMAGE AT THE TABERNACLE.

Brooklyn, N. Y., March 20,—(Special. 
Jn this sermon Dr. Talmage traverses wide 
realms of thought to teach useful every- 
day lessons, based on the text, Amos y:8: 
“Seek him that maketh the seven stars and 


A country farmer wrote this text—Amos 
of Tekon. He plowed the earth and 
tbreshed the grain by a new threshing ma- 
chine, just invented, as formerly. the ecat- 
tle trod out the grain, He gathered the 
fruit o: the sycamore tree, and scarified it 
with an iron coinb just before it was ,et- 
ting ripe, 2S it Was necessary and custom- 
ary in that way to take from it the bitter- 
ness. Tle was the son of a poor shepherd, 
and stuttered; but before the stammerin 
rustic the Philistines, and Syrians, ae 
Phoenicians, and Moabites, and Ammon 
jtes, and Edomites, and Israelites trembled. 

Moses wus a lawgiver, Daniel was a 

ince, Isaiah a courtier, and David a king; 

ut Amos, the author of my text, was a 
peasant, and, as might be supposed, nearly 
all his parallelisms are pastoral, his prophi- 
ecy full of the odor of new-mown hay, aad 
the rattle of locusts, and the rumble of 
earts with sheaves, and the roar of will 
beasts devouring the flock while the shep- 
herd came out in their defense. He 
watched the herds by day, and by night 
inhabited a booth made of bushes, so that 
through these branches he could see th> 
stars all night long, aud was more famil‘ur 
with them than we who have tight roofs to 
our houses, und hardly ever see the star ex- 
cept among the tall brick chimneys of the 
great towns. But at seasons of the year 
when the herds were in special danger, he 
would stay out in the open field all through 
the darkness, his only shelter the curtain 
of the night-heaven, with the stellar em- 
broideries and silvered tassels of lunar light. 

What a life of solitude, all alone with 
his herds! Poor Amos! And at 12 o'clock 
at night, hark to the wolf's bark, and the 
lion’s roar, and the bear’s growl, and the 
owl’s te-whit-te-who, and the serpent’s hiss, 
as he unwittingly steps too near while 
moving through the thickets! So Amos, 
like other herdsmen, got the habit of study- 
ing the map of the heavens, because it was 
go much of the time spread out before him. 
He noticed some stars advancing and 
others receding. He associated their dawn 
and setting with certain seasons of the 
year. tle had a poetic nature, and he read 
night by night, and month by month, and 
year by year, the poem of the constella- 
tions, divinely rhythmic. But two fosettes 
of stars especially attracted his attention 
while seated on the ground, or lying on his 
back under the open scroll of the midnight 
heavens—-the Pleiades, or Seyen Stars, and 
Orion. The former group this rustic 
prophet associated with the spring, as it 
rises about the Ist of May. The latter he 
associated with the winter, as it comes to 
the meridian in January. The VDleiades, or 
Seren Stars. connected with all sweetness 
and joy; Orion, the herald of the tempest. 
The ancients were the more apt to study 
the physiogyiomy and juxtaposition of the 
heavenly el because they thought éhev 
had a special influence upon the earth; and 
perhaps they were sight. If the mgon 
every few hours lifts and lets down thie 
tides of the Atlantic ocean, and the elec- 
tric storms of the sun, by all scientific ad- 
mission, affect the earth, why net the stars 
have proportionate effect? : 

And there are some things which: make 
me think that it may not have been all su- 
perstistition with connected the movements 
and_appearance of the heavenly bol- 
jes with great moral events on earth. Did 
not a meteor run on evangelistic errand on 
the first Christmas flight, and designate the 
rough cradle of our Lord? Did not the 
stars in their courses fight against Sisera? 
Was it merely coincidental that before the 
destruction of Jerusalem the moon Was 
eclipsed for twelve consécutive nights? 
Did it merely happen ‘so that a new star 
appeared in Cassiopeia,, and then disap- 
eared just before King Charles IX of 

rance, who was responsible for. St. 
Bartholomew~ massacre, died? Was it 
without significance that in the days of the 
Roman empire Justinian war and famize 
were preceded by the dimness of the sun. 
which for nearly a vear gave no more ligit 
than the moon, although there was no 
clouds to obscure it? 

Astrology, after all, may have been some- 
thing more than a brilliant gece 
No wonder that Amos of the fext, having 
heard these two Anthems of the stars, put 
down the stout rough staff of th herds- 
man and took into his brown hand, and cut 
and knotted fingers tl en of a prophet, 
and advised the recreant ple of his time 
to rettrn to God saying: “Seek Him that 
maketh the seven stars of Orion.’ This

one nie father, a shepherd, reported to him 
rere had been no change in his life- 
Ume, And these two clusters hang over 
the celestial arbor new just as they were 
the first night that they shone on the 
denice bowers, the same as when the 
Egyptians built the Pyramids from the top 
of which to watch them, the same as when 
the Chaldeans calculated the eclipses, the 
sume as when Elihu, aceording to the 
Book of Job, went out to study the aurora 
borealis, the same under Ptolemaic system 
and Copernican system, the same from 
Calisthenes to Pythagoras, and from Pyth- 
agoras to Herschel. Surely. a changeless 
God must have fashioned the Pleiades and 
Orion! Oh, what an anodyne amid the ups 
and downs of life, and the flux and reflux 
of the tides of prosperity, to know that we 
have a changeless God, the same yesterday, 
today, and forever.” 

Xerxes garlanded and knighted the 
steersman of his boat in the morning, and 
hanged him in the evening of the same 
day. The world sits in its chariot and 
drives tandem, and _ the horse ahead is 
Huzza, and the horse behind is Anathema. 
Lord Cobham, in King James's time, was 
applauded, and had $35,000 a year, but 
was afterward execrated, and lived on 
scraps stolen from the royal kitchen. Al- 
exander the Great after death remained un- 
buried for thirty days, because no one would 
do the honorof shoveling him under. The 
duke of Wellincton refused to have his iron 
fence mended, because it had been broken 
by an infuriated populace in some hour of 
political excitement, and he left it in ruins 
that men might learn what a fiekle thing 
is human favor. “But the mercy of the 
Lord is from everlasting to everlasting to 
them that fear Him. and His righteousness 
unto the children’s children of such as keer 
His covenant. and to those who remember 
His commandments to do them.” This mo- 
ment “seek Him that maketh the Seven 
Stars and Orion.” 

Again, Amos saw, as we must see, that 
the God who made these two beacons of 
the oriental night sky must be a God of 
love and kindly warning. The Pleiades 
rising in midsky said to all the herdsmen 
and shepherds and husbandmen: ‘Come 
out and enjoy the mild weather, and culti- 
vate your gardens and fields.’ Orion, com- 
ing in winter, warned them to prepare for 
tempest. All navigation was regulated by 
these two constellations. The one said to 
shipmaster and crew: “Hoist sail for the 
the sea, and gather merchandise from other 
lends.” But Orion was the storm signal, 
and said: “Reef sail, make things snug, or 
put into: harbor, for the hurrieanes are get- 
ting their wings out.”” As the Pleiades 
were the sweet evangels of the spring, 
Orion was the warning prophet of the win- 
ter. 

Oh, now I get the best view of God I 
ever had! There are two kinds of sermons 
I never want to preach—the one that pre- 
sents God so kind, so indulgent, so lenient, 
so imbecile that men may do what they will 
against him, and fracture his every law, 
and put the pry of their impertinence and 
rebellion under his throne, and while they 
are spitting in his face and stabbing at his 
heart, he takes them up in his arms and 
kisses their infuriated brow and — cheek, 
saying, “Of such is the kingdom of heav- 
en. "The oteher kind of sermon I never want 
to preach is the one that represents God 
as all fire and torture and thunder cloud, 
and with red-hot pitchfork tossing the hu- 
man race into paroxisms of infinite agony. 
The sermon that I am now preaching - 
lieves in a God of loving,

kindly, 
warning, the God of spring and winter, 
the God of the Pleiades and Orion. 

You must remember that the winter is 
just as mportant as the spring. Let one 
winter pass without frost to kill vegetation 
and ice to bind the rivers and snow to en- 
rich our fields, and then you will have to 
enlarge your hospitals and your cemeteries. 
“A green Christmas makes a fat grave- 
yard,” was the old proverb. Storms to 
purify the air. Thermometer at 10  de- 
grees above zero to tone up the system. 
December and January just as important as 
May and June. I tell you we need the 
storms of life as much as we do the sun- 
shine. There are more men ruined by pros- 
perity than by adversity. If we had our 
own way-in life, before this we would have 
been impersonations of selfishness and 
worldliness and disgusting sin, and puffed 
up until we would have been like Julius 
Caesar, who was made by sycophants to 
believe that he was divine, and the freck- 
les on his face were as the stars of the 
firmament, 

One of the swiftest trans-Atlantic voy- 
ages made last summer by our swifteat 
steamer war because she had a_ stormy 
wind abats chasing her from New York to 
Liverpool. But to those going in the op- 
posite direction the storm was a buffeting 
and a hindranee. It is a bad thing to 
have a st “m ahead, pushing us back; but 
if we be God’s children and aiming toward 
heaven, the storms of life will only chase 
us the sacner into the harbor. I am so 
glad to believe that the monsoons and 
typhoons end mistrals and siroecos of the 
land and sen are not unchained maniacs let 
loose upon the earth, but are under divine 
supervision! I am so glad that the God 
of the Seven Stars is also the God of 
Orion! Ii was ont of Dante’s suffering 
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out of ¢gobn Milton's blindness came 
“Paradise Lost,” out of miserable in- 
fidel attack came “The Bridgewater Treat- 
ise” in favor of Christianity, and out of 
David's exile came the songs of consola- 
tion, and out of the sufferings of Christ 
came the prsibility of the world’s redemp- 
tion, and out of your bereayement, your 
persecution, your poverties, our misfor- 
tunes, may yct come an eternal heaven, 

Oh, what a merey it is that in the text 
and all up ari down the Bible God induces 
us to look out toward other worlds! Bible 
astronomy in Genesis, in Joshua, in Job 
in the Psalms, in the prophets, major an 
minor, in St. John’s Apocalypse, practi- 
eally saying: “Worlds! worlds! worlds! 
Giet ready for them!” We have a nice 
little world here that we stick to, as 
though loting that we lose all. We are 
afraid of faliing off this little raft of a 
world. We are afraid that some meteoric 
iconoclast will some night smash it, and we 
want everything to revolve around it, and 
are deappasted when we find that it re 
volves around the sun, instead of the sun 
revolving arcund it, That a fuss we 
make about this little bit of a world, its 
existence only a short time between two 
spasms, the pawoxysm by which It was 
hurled fro B cninbe into order, aud the par- 
oxysm of its demolition. 

And I'am glad that so many texts call 
us to look off to other worlds, many of 
them larger and grander and more resplen- 
dent. “Look there,” says Job, “at Maza- 
roth and Arcturus and his sons!’ “Look 
there,” says St. John, “at the moon under 
Christ’s feet!’’ “Look there,” says 
Joshua, “at the sun standing still above 
Gibeon!” “Look there,” says Moses, ‘at 
the sparkling firmament!’ ‘Look there,”’ 
says Amos, the herdsman, “at the Seven 
Stars and Orion!’ Don’t let us be so sad 
about those who shove off from this world 
under Christ’s pilotage. Don’t let us be so 
agitated about our own going eff this lit- 
tle barge or sloop or canal bout of a world 
to get on some “Great Eastern” of the 
heavens. Don’t let us persist in wanting to 
stay in this barn, this shed, this outhouse 
of a world, when all the King’s palaces 
already occupied by many of our best 
friends are swinging wide open their gates 
to let us in, 

When I read, “In my Father’s house are 
many mansions,” I do not know but that 
each world is a room, and as many rooms 
as there are worlds, stellar stairs, stellar 
gulleries, stellar hallways, stellar windows, 
stellar domes. How -our departed friends 
must pity us’, shut up in these cramped 
apartments, tired if we walk fifteen miles, 
when they some morning, by one stroke o| 
the wing, can make a circuit of the whole 
stellar system and be back in time for 
matins! Perhaps yonder twinkling constel- 
lation is the residence of the martyrs; that 
group of twelve luminaries is the celestial 
home of the apostles. Perhaps that steep 
of light is the dwelling place of angels 
cherubie, seraphic, archangelic. A  man- 
sion with as many rooms as worlds, and all 
their windows illuminated for festivity. 

Oh, how this widens and lifts and stimu- 
lates our expectation! How little it makes 
the present, and how stupendous it makes 
the future! How it consoles us about our 
pious dead, who instead of being boxed up 
and under the ground have the range of 
as many rooms as there are worlds, and 
welcome everywhere, for it is the Father's 
house, in which there are many mansions! 
Oh, Lord God of ‘tthe Seven Stars and 
Orion, how can I endure the transport, the 
ecstasy, of such a vision! I must obey my 
text and seek Him. I seek Him now, for 
1 call to mind that it is not the materit 
universe that is most valuable, but the spir- 
itual, and that each of us has a soul worth 
more than all the worlds which the inspired 
herdsman saw form his booth on the hills 
of Tekoa. 

I had studied it before, but the cathedral 
of Cologne. Germany, never impressed 
me as it did the last time I saw it. It is 
admittedly the grandest. Gothic structure 
in the world, its foundations laid in 1248, 
only emht or nine years ago completed. 
More than six hundred years in building; all 
Europe taxed for its construction; its 
chapel of the Magi with precions — stones 
enough’ to purchase a kingdom; its chapel 
of St. Agnes with masterpieces of paint- 
ing; its spire springing O11 feet in the 
heavens; its stained glass the chorus of all 
rich colors; statues encircling the pillars 
and encircling all; statues above statues, 
until sculpture can do no more, but faints 
and fails back against carved — stalls 
and down on pavements over which the 
kings and queens of the earth have 
walked to confession; nave and aisles and 
transept and portals combining the splen- 
dor of sunrise: iter%eced, interfoliated, in- 
tercolumned grandeur.. As I stood outside, 
jJooking atthe doublerange of flying but- 
tresses and the forest of pinnacles, higher 
and higher until L almost reeled from dizzi- 
ness, exclaimed: “Great doxology in 
stone! Frozen prayer of many nations?’ 

But while standing there I saw a povr 
man enter and put down his pack and 
kneel beside his burden on the hard floor 
of that cathedral. And tears of deep emo- 
tion came into my eyes, as 1 said to myself: 
“There is a soul worth more than all the 
material surroundings. ‘hat man will 
live after the last pinnacle has fallen, ani 
not one stone of all that cathedral glory 
shall remain uncrumbled. He is now 
a Lazarus in rags and poverty and weari- 
ness, but immortal, and a son of the Lord 
God Almighty; and the prayer he now of. 
fers, though amid many superstitions, I 
believe God will hear; and among the apos- 
tles whose sculptured forms stand in. the 
surrounding niches he will at last be lifted, 
and into the presence of that Christ whose 
sufferings are represented by the crucifix 
before which he bows; and be raised in due 
time out of all his poverties into the glori- 
ous home built for him and built for us 
by “Him who maketh the Seven Stars and 
Orion.”
